The Com- 
missioners believe that the reduction was 
warranted and that unless something en- 
tirely unforseen should occur the amount 
named can remain in the pockets ot the 
taxpayers, it is the Board's custom each 
yeai to make a careful estimate of prob- 
able expenses for the ensuing year, and 
with the data at hand there is no reason 
why their judgment should prove to be 
faulty. 
The Commissioners know the 


condition of bridges and about what 
money will be required to seep the county 
property in repair and to nay current bills, 
The Board has taken this step in the 
interest of the taxpayers, who will no 
doubt appreciate the lightening of their 
burdens. It is interesting to state that at 
uo time in recent years has the county 
treasury been depleted. There is always 
a goodly balance on hand and no county 
debt. This has been the result of careful 
management on the part of the present 
Board and their predecessors.

Edwin 
Kiser, the 
newly appointed 


County Commissioner, participated in the 
proceedings of the Board in his official 
capacity on Thursday. His bond in the 
sum of $2,000 was filed on Wednesday, 
with Thomas H. Ochs and Jacob Z. Fabian 
as sureties. The matter of appointing a 
trustee for the State Hospital was not 
brought up. There appears to be a dead- 
lock in this matter so tar as the Republi- 
can members of the Board, Messrs. Wright 
and Martin are concerned.

Nearly everybody has hoard ot and 


wondered at the mango growing trick 
of the Hindoo, by which he makes a 
seed sprout before the astonished eye* 
iif the European and reach maturity In 
a very short time. 


But few are aware that an equally 


amazing feat Is regularly performed 
by the Kuiil Indians on this continent. 
Their medicine men at the annual 
"corn festival" do a stunt of which no 
satisfactory explanation bos ever been 
advanced. 
Scientists seeing U have 


been made, as a cowboy described It, 
to "look like 30 cents." 


Preparation is made for thli extraor- 


dinary Kuni performance by spreading 
a large square of clean, yellowish sand 
on the ground before the southern aper- 
ture of the medicine lodge. This sand 
Is carefully smoothed and packed M 
as to present a firm, level surface. 


Around the edges of the sand square 


are then drawn, by means of a ceremo- 
nial arrow, figures representing the 
Great Spirit, the earth, the sun, the 
EUy and the rain. There are also the 
symbols for corn and for a bountiful 
harvest. 


The Indentations made by the arrow 


ore then lillvd In with pigments, the 
clouds and sky with blue, the earth 
with black and tho harvest with 
chrome yellow. The center ot the 
square is left vacant When complet- 
ed, this sand painting Is a One speci- 
men of barbaric art and U far from 
displeasing to a civilized eye. 


When the hour arrives, the officiating 


medicine man takes Ills scat In the 
opening of the lodge facing the sand 
square. On his right and left, extend- 
ing out around the square, the chiefs 
and warriors range themselves accord- 
ing to rn nk. When a II arc in position, the 
medicine man ails the ceremonial pipe 
with tobacco, lights It and blows one 
puff of smoke to the cast, one to tho 
west, one to the north, one to the south 
and two to the heavens. He then ad- 
dresses those assembled, recounting the 
religious history of the tribe, Its wan- 
derings and famine and the benevo- 
lence of the Great Spirit in the past 
He closes with a prayer for the contin- 
uance of fatherly care. 


Then he takes a grain of corn from 


the medicine bag at bis waist, thrusts 
the sacred arrow Into the center of the 
sand square, withdraws it, drops tho 
grain into the opening nnd carefully 
smooths down the sand. Resuming bis 
seat, all the assembled chiefs light their 
pipes and smoke In silence. 


If the Groat Spirit condescends to an- 


swer the prayer of the medicine man. 
as generally happens, the grain of corn 
will sprout and send forth a shoot 


After an interval of fifteen or twenty 


minutes the sand seems disturbed at 
the spot where tbc corn was buried. 
Boon slender light green blades of 
sprouting corn appear above the sur- 
face. 
The plant rises naturally and 


rapidly during the day. 


By the next sunrise the silk and tas- 


sel appear. Hy noon tbe ear and stalk 
have reached full maturity. 


Then ripening begins. 
Finally tbe 


blades and husks turn yellow and rat- 
tle when they are shaken by the wind. 
All this, mind you, bos been done in 
thirty-six hours. 


On the morning of the second day 


the corn growing Is complete. 
Tbe 


medicine 
mnn 
now addresses the 


watchers, 
who 
in 
company 
have 


"watched" the plant grow, for It Is" 
never left alone. With appropriate cer- 
emonies he symbolizes the harvest by 
stripping the car of its husks. 


Tbe corn he places In tbe medicine 


bag for future ceremonies, while the 
stalk is pulled up by the roots and 
hung over the door of tbe lodge. Tbe 
long vigil of the watchers is now end- 
ed, and they seek much needed rest 
and food In order to be ready for the 
rain dance on ibe following day. 
1 Every white' man witnessing one of 
these ceremonies Is deeply mystified. 
Above all, he Is filled with admiration 
for the old medicine man. So natural 
and mysterious has been tbe process 
that the spectator feels at times dis- 
posed to believe In the presence of 
some supernatural power. 


i Vet every sane person knows that 
this performance has nothing unnat- 
ural about it No white man, however, 
has discovered tbe secret The absence 
of stage paraphernalia and tbe crude 
mechanical knowledge of tbe Zunls 
add to tbe mystery of tbe wbole thing. 


I Various theories have been advanced 
in explanation. One Is tbat some 
shrewd old medicine man discovered 
by accident some peculiar natural 
chemical that bos tbe power of forc- 
ing tbe growth of a grain of corn and 
that this secret has been banded down 
from one generation of priests to an- 
other. 


Another favorite explanation is that 


by great skill the medicine man Is able 
to hypnotize the entire circle of spec- 
tators and so produce tbe result with- 
out apparatus of any kind save a yel- 
low stalk of corn from tbe last bar- 
vest 
! Others say the feat Is accomplished 
by elaborate machinery concealed In a 
pit

A special dispatch from Trenton ta the 


Philadelphia Times says: The 
recen 


decision of Judge Yerkea, of the Bucki 
county courts, to the effect that the Ne 
shaminy Elevated Railway Company may 
Die a bond of $20,000 to cover the dam 
ages that may be caused by its building o 
a line near Bristol, effects Trenton direct 
ly. There has been n break of six years 
standing near Bristol in the Philadelphia 
and Bristol Passenger Railway, and this 
has proven a drawback to the extension 
of the road to Morrisville and Trenton 
Work upon the break will doubtless be 
commenced at an early date, and it wil 
take only a month, or less, to complete it. 


The fight over the break at Bristol has 


been long, and every known method o! 
warfare in legal lines has been brought 
to hear upon the case. When the road was 
first built out to Uroydon, in 189C, one ol 
the abutting property owners, Henry L. 
Gaw, 
secured a restraining order, after 


most of the track was built, and for five 
years there has been operated a horsu car 
line between Bristol and the break, over 
which was operated a stage coach to con- 
nect with the line running to Frank ford. 
For a short time power was secured from 
the Newtown Street Railway Company and 
an electric car operated upon the Bristol 
end, but an injunction against the New- 
town company prevented their supplying 
power upon the grounds that they had no 
such charter rights. 
From that time un 


til the past fall the horse car has been in 
operation, but when W. F. Sadler, Jr., of 
Trenton, secured possession of '*<o line he 
promptly made arrangements for the in- 
stallation of an engine and dynamo in a 
small building on the outskirts of Bristol, 
and an electric car was again put in oper- 
ation. 


Mr. Sadler has said that he will extend 


the road from Bristol to Morrisville, and 
once that place is reached he will doubt- 
ess be able to get his cars into Trenton 
through traffic arrangements with the 
Fohnson syndicate, which controls the up- 
ler Delaware bridge and has its i'nrdley, 
Morrisville and Trenton line 
running 


across it. Mr. Sadler is also the star figure 
n the Delaware Valley Traction Company, 
which proposes operating various subur- 
ban lines out of Trenton, but it is believed 
:hat be will complete his Philadelphia 
ine first, because this would be the most 
profitable of the lot and because compel i- 


ion is most likely. He has a charter for' 
a road from Morr'.sville to Bristol, and is 
understood to have rights of way for prac- 
ically the whole line.

Robert Hetherington, who is well 


known hero, having been born and raised 
in Bristol und educated in tho local public 
schools lias just completed a splendid 
record as pastor of the North Wales Meth- 
odist Churcn.

Former Judge John Wildman died at

It improves the flmor to a remarkable 
degree, a fact you can prove to your 
own satisfaction by taking two glasses 
of milk, one in Us original simplicity 
the other changed by the addition of a 
pinch of salt and a dash of pepper, 
then sip a little of each The chances
